North Atlantic Treaty organization. 
But two of the factions, the Free 
Democrats and the Refugee Party, 
oppose the agreement to “ Euro­ 
peanize” the Saar.

Gas Pipeline 
Break Leaves 
Many In Chill 


TOPEKA, Kan. (D—Residents of 
this city of nearly 100,000 and sev­ 
en other communities shivered in 
subfreezing tem peratures today af­ 
ter a pipeline break cut off the 
area’s gas supply. 
The m ajority of homes use nat­ 
ural gas for heating. 
Appliance stores reported a run 
on electric heaters. There also was 
a rush to buy ready-cooked foods. 
The break in the 16-inch trans­ 
mission line of the Cities Service 
Gas Co. was caused by a defective 
weld. It has been repaired, but it 
may be 24 hours before service 
can be resumed to all buildings.

MONTREAL (vfr-Dr. Hans Selye 
will tell you that stress may well 
be the greatest man-killer of mod­ 
ern times. He’s a world authority 
on what pressures and strains can 
do to you. 
A 
pipe-puffing 
scientist 
who 
looks like a poet, Selye says stress 
really can’t be defined. “ It’s like 
life,” but: 
“ Any motorist who swears in 
traffic, any housewife driven fran­ 
tic 
by 
squalling 
children, 
any 
stevedore 
who 
broods 
in 
silent 
anguish over debts knows about 
: stress. 
“ The businessman driving him ­ 
self at breakneck speed certainly 
knows about stress. But when he 
dies prematurely at 50 years of 
age his ‘weak heart’ is blamed. It 
isn t understood that stress itself 
' is fatal.” 
For 19 of his 48 years Selye has 
been studying stress. And he views 
it as a hidden enemy which strikes 
under the guise of heart disease, 
tuberculosis, 
insanity, 
blindness 
and a host of other ills. Selye holds 
. that it causes chemical imbalances 
by setting off a glandular alarm 
system squirting substances which, 
unless counteracted, 
can 
fatally 
damage vital organs. 
A naturalized Canadian of Aus­ 
trian birth, Selye has directed the 
University of Montreal’s Institute 
of 
Experimental 
Medicine 
and 
Surgery since it was opened in 
1945. The institute is a clearing 
house for information on stress. 
He has just published his fourth 
annual report on stress, a yearly 
follow-up to his m ajor work on 


the subject, put out in 1950. Doc­ 
tors 
have said Selye’s theories, 
defining stress and measuring its 
chemical effect on the body, hold 
out prospective help for sufferers 
of a high-speed age. The answers 
are 
neither 
complete 
nor 
uni­ 
versally accepted, but their form 
has been recognized and applaud­ 
ed by medical journals. 
Long before the hormone wonder 
drugs such as cortisone and ACTU 
were announced, Selye contended 
that 
a 
patient 
suffering 
from 
chemical 
imbalance 
caused 
by 
stress—from anything from cold 
feet to a gun at the head—could 
never recover unless the balance 
was restored, either naturally or 
artificially. He theorized then that 
the balance could be restored by 
injection of hormones or by opera­ 
tions oi> the pituitary and adrenal 
glands, main sources of the trou­ 
ble. There has been progress since 
in both fields. 
Selye 
showed 
in 
experiments 
with animals that prolonged phys­ 
ical stress produced such ills as 
heart disease, ulcers and arthritis 
—things which he said rarely if 
ever affected them in their natural 
state. 
He is continuing his experiments 
with animals, mostly rats. Others 
have widened the study in clinical 
research to human beings.

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Farmers Study 
Attachment To 
‘Aid Seeding 


Pickaway County farmers have 
studied with interest a new adap­ 
ter designed to get them better 
stands of grass and legume cover 
crops with present planting equip­ 
ment. The adapter is a 
simple 
tube of coiled spring steel which 
perform s ‘band seeding.” 
“Band seeding” is the method 
of seeding grasses or legumes in 
which all the seed is deposited di­ 
rectly over the hand of fertilizer 
laid in the ground by the grain 
drill, instead of t?ie old fashioned 
broadcast method. 
Developed by an Illinois manu­ 
facturer, the coiled tube which Is 
easily 
attached to the 
average 
HL'rain drill, plants the cover crop 
in precision bands. This precision 
is the secret of “ band seeding” 
which saves up to half of the grass 
seed needed and also promotes 
heavier growth. The band seeding 
attachment 
is 
the 
natural out­ 
growth of experiments made by 
leading state agricultural experi­ 
ment stations. 
Tests conducted by the Ohio and 
fclichigan Agricultural Experiment 
^Stations show that seed dropped 
only one inch to either side of the 
fertilizer derives but 66 per cent of 
the available phosphorus from the 
fertilizer, while seed deposited di­ 
rectly above derives 98 per cent. 
Seed dropped only four inches aw’ay 
obtains no phosphorus at all, It is 
the phosphorus absorption that re­ 
sults in stronger, faster growing 
plants.

Since they exert so much po­ 
litical pressure on Capitol

through their influence on indi­ 
vidual members, Congress may 
have to take an entirely new look 
and approach to this marketing 
reform .

Secondly , th ere will be a h uge demand for seed to be used in 
p lanting acres taken out of cotton, wh eat and oth er crop s under 
th is y ear s p roduction control p rograms.

And in spite of the m iser­ 
able weather lingering on, it’s been 
a good winter for business. 
What they a ren’t entirely sure 
about is: How much of the gains 
are due to the auto industry's early 
tid in g of production?

and sales is actually “ borrowing 
from the future?” 
The auto industry’s own private 
boom has pepped, up other indus­ 
tries like a p redated spring tonic. 
Steel output is climbing toward 
9 0 p er cent of capacity, highest in 
16 
months. Since steel furnaces 
need coal, the mines are having a 
revival, too. And the railroads that 
h a1 the coal, the iron ore, the 
steel and the products made of < 
steel are reporting better days. 
I 
New car dealers now have in 
stock a half million or more autos 
ready 
for 
the 
motorists 
when 
spring urges them out onto the 
highways. The car makers, r un - . 
ning one of the keenest comp eti­ 
tive races in years, continue to 
pour the 19 55 models from 
the 
production lines. 
(^ h e production race started two 
or three months early this time. 
The comp anies’ sales executives 
say 
that 
customers 
are 
buying 
early, too, and that the fast pace 
of the production schedules is be­ 
ing justified. 
The only question ap p ears to be: 
Will the public’s appetite for the 
new' cars be satisfied early this 
time, also? 
In reporting that business ac- 
Yflty this winter is above that of 
a year ago, the commerce dep art­ 
ment gives a good share of the 
credit to the stimulation of the 
auto production race on the econ 
omy as a whole. 
But it holds that other factors 
reversed the business downturn of 
last year and sent the economy on 
the way up against last fall. 
It lists

spending, once the public decided 
earlier depression fears were 
unjustified; 
the 
sp urt 
in 
home 
building, as credit eased and finan­ 
cing term s relaxed; and the in-1 
creased 
spending

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offset the drop in federal defense 
spending. 


Businessmen note no sign yet on 
any letup in these factors. Spring, 
in fact, should bring increased con­ 
sumer spending in m any lines in 
addition to automobiles. When the 
last of the winter storms sweeps 
out to sea, home building is ex­ 
pected 
to 
take 
another upward 
spurt. 


And the state and local govern­ 
ments have many spending plans 
just waiting for legislatures to find 
the money through more taxes or 
I more borrowing. The federal gov- 
j ernment may aid in some of these 
—notably schools and highways. 
Spring, in testing the depth of 
the public's buying mood, could 
also answer another question both- 
| ering some businessmen: Will fac­ 
tory employment pick up, thus in­ 
creasing purchasing power?

reports that factory emp loyment in 
I January was trailing the year ago 
figure by three per cent. Increased 
productivity, due to more efficient 
plants and machinery, has much 
to do with the greater outflowing 
of goods from fewer workers.

Anti-C lotting 
Fluid Found 
In Eel Gland 
COLUMBUS LA*)—A mouth gland 
of the lamprey eel has yielded an 
anti-blood clotting substance to re­ 
searchers at Ohio State University. 
The American 
Cancer 
Society 
announced the find by a 
group 
working under Dr. George Y. Sto­ 
neware of the OSU pathology de­ 
partment. The ACS partly supports 
the research. 
The society said the anticoagu­ 
lant has not yet been isolated or 
purified. Its action is apparently 
to interfere with the conversion of 
fibringogen to fibrin, the final step 
in human blood clotting. 
The ACS said 
nothing 
is 
yet 
known on whether the substance 
can be used to treat conditions 
from clotted' or thickened blood. 
Such conditions 
include 
strokes, 
coronary thrombosis, 
overgrowth 
of red blood cells and leukemia. 
Dr. 
Shinoware 
said 
the 
sub­ 
stance cam e from the blood-suck­ 
ing lamprey which has harmed 
fishing in the Great Lakes and on 
the West Coast. 
He said the gland extract keeps 
fish blood 
fluid 
while 
the 
eel 
drains it. But he emphasized not 
all lam preys have the anticoagu­ 
lant. 
The OSU group is also probing 
factors which make the blood co­ 
agulate, the ACS said, and have 
found some substances which ap­ 
parently make broken blood ves­ 
sels self-healing.
